DIPLOMACY DIOCRACY 
by Lucien L'Hereux 

FRANCE 

There is an old saying that applies here. "All that glitters is 
not gold." By the way this applies to a lot of situations in Dippy. 

Mostly surrounded by water with a narrow band of land. Switzerland 
an impassable provience, normal build of two. Three immediate neigh- 
bors; England, Germany, and Italy. 

France's internal set up mades for a complex affair interweaving 
several problems which can be compounded in a king size headache. Let's 
see what <6he situation is than elaborate on It. Two groups of supply 
centers. Group one PAR + BRE. Group two MAR, SPA + PORT. Three poss- 
ible ways for expansion purposes. As a rule of thumb the following is 
good to remember for any country, "The means that you have for attack- 
ing purposes that are in your favor can be also used against you." Us- 
ually you expose a problem, analyse, then arrive at a solution to It. 
I believe that here I have to give the deductions first then eleaborate 
on the problems after. 

The internal complex dictates maximum security measures must be ass- 
ured first, second, NO EARLY ATTEMPT OR COMMITTMENT AGAINST ANY COUNTRY 
SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN. 

The supply centers from the two sides of a triangle with the apex 
being Burgandy, MAO the base. Bur Is the internal connecting link 
between the two groups, MAO at the outside link. The loss of Bur sp- 
lits the tvjo groups, weakens M/.R seriously. Bur can be attacked only 
by Germany and as long as there will be a Par support at that point you 
are safe. Going a bit further comes BEL. It it falls Into enemy hands 
then BUR becomes seriously compromised. Hence the importance of France 
to acquire BEL for themselves should be the main object of your efforts 
early in the game. This will render BUR invulnerable and permit better 
expansion prospects. The loss of MAO threatens both groups also, esp- 
ecially BRE. If BRE fal&s you can not count on A Par support for Bur 
any more either. An enemy fleet In MAO Is also very dangerous for co- 
ordinated attack on Spain, If It falls your group number two is ruin- 
ed. The east coast as a peculair problem, . There is no particular we- 
akness yet the position is not wholly satisfactory. It does seem that 
this stems fromthe fact that absence of a fleet In that area, concentr- 
ated pressure by Italy against Mar and invasion of West Med and Lyon 
creats an awkward position there. It is hard to prevent sea action wi- 
thout disturbing the west strength much. One plan which might be tried 
is counter attack on Tunis or the building of a fleet In Mar i£ poss- 
ible. The best solution is a diplomatic one explained &ater on. 

Expansion is also a very ticklish problem. Early aggression are to 
be disregarded In favor of Internal security. Do not commit yourself 
for or against anybody. By a waiting policy and neutral moves you ob- 
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tain the following, avaidance of retaliation from a country that had no 
intentions toward you, possibility of using your strength logically pu- 
tting the best chances on your side. Once at least one of the count- 
ries surrounding you is committed itself to a certain strategy, proper 
decisions and committments can then be achieved. Note before, these de- 
letions come from the following analysis. 

Three expansion possibilities, east, west and north. East toward 
Italy. Takes too long to obtain success and also it necessitates an 
alliance with Austria (not reliable) also difficullty of coordination 
for mutual protection. Therefore not adviseable, even dangerous until 
England's strategy has been revealed. West: Not impossible but better 
wait and see what England will have in builds and where. Germany must 
be sought as an ally in this case of course. Again here it is best to 
adopt a waiting policy in favor of maximum internal security. North: 
Here is the big lure, Munich. There is no better way of loosing a 
game than premature entry there. A 1901 attempt will definately ahhil- 
ate all chance of having an alliance with Germany and invite an English 
or Italian attack on the rebound because of lack of defensive prepara- 
tion. Further more it can not stay ther or be kept supported generally 
because of Internal pressure brought about by your other opponents. In 
order to have any chance of success north fct is manditory to possess 
Belgium. 

Here are some do's and don*ts for Prance 

1. Make moves to insure maximum security. 

2. Aim early for Belgium if opportunity presents itself. 

3. Always keep in mind your strategic points Bur, Mar MAO. 

5. Acquire six units as soon as possible. If you succeed you have 
just about an invulnerable Prance. 

5. Diplomatically induce your opponents in all kinds of actions. 
Offer then anything from neucraliLy to alliance. Divert their attent- 
ion from you if an unusual istuation occurs on the board. 

NEVER: 

1. Rorget the importance of Burg. 

2. Don't let Bel go without a struggle 

3. Make any premature aggressive moves. 

4. Commit yourself until maximum securtiy is achieved, or at least 
until those around you have committed themselves. 

Xf you have to face a German, England, Italy attack pray, because 
you sure will need it. Lie, cheat, he honest — but fight!
